I am  hea- 
dy to  mee  r investigation  ; but  this  sys- 
tem of  denouncing  members  who  may  speak  or 
vote  for  or  against  a measure  depending  be- 
fore congress,  is  a monstrous  outrage  uponlbe

SIR, 

YOUR  friends,  as  I understand,  are 
extremely  displeased  with  my  two  first 
letters,  and  are  endeavoring  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  public  another  way — to 
your  vote  ; to  your  former  political  re 
putation,  to  your  private  virtues,  and  to  an 
abuseot  the  Kentutky  Legislature.  But  as 
they  are  the  mere  satellites  of  veu  their 
sun,  I deal  not  with  them  ; disdaining  a 
contest  with  any  tiling  less  than  the  prime 
mover.  To  you  then,  sir,  I continue  my 
address,  leaving  vour  scribbling  phalanx 
to  write  for  their  oitm  amusement , and 
(I  am  confident ) to  your  injury. 

Your  enmity  to  the  constitution  and  to 
the  people  is  not  discoverable  in  one  or 
Ivjo  or  three  paragraphs  of  your  speech — 
but  all  through  it.  It  is  an  attack  upon 
the  constitution,  upon  the  liberties  of  the 
people,  and  of  the  press.  It  is  a declara- 
ion  of  war  against  every  American  repub- 
lican principle.

but  on  public  documents  and  general  infor- 
mation.

constitution  has  been  almcst  totally  regene- 
tated.  Yet  you  are  the  man,  desirous 
of  curtailing  the  rights  of  the  press.  But 
no  wonder;  you  were  supporting  wrong 
measures,  and  you  dreaded  the  press.

I app'i  al  to  every 
ta  .did  observer,  to  every’  one  who  has 
yielded  attention  to  the  theatre,  and  to 
the  effects  whic-hu  has  had  on  his  own 
mind.  And  i again  rco  at.  it  has  a ten- 
dency to  dellroy  that  ardent* love  of  liber- 
ty which  muft  be  inherent  ir  the  biea«ts 
of  the  tina  ns  of  a free  flare,  or  their  in- 
depenneuc  is  I ft.

1 hope,  I belie'  e,  that  so  (hallo  K an  ar- 
tifice,  so  contemptible  an  inftrument  can 
never  effect  much  againft  the  enlightened 
citizens  of  the  American  republic  ; but 
those  examples  (how  the  dark,  the  dan 
gerous  pots  li  which  lurks  under  so  f- ir 
an  extr'iar,  and  admin, !h  us  to  shun  the 
vile  reptile  which  may  (ling  even  u;  to 
death.  Some  ot  the  moll  gooiilv  youths  in 
society  Exclusive  of  those  injurious  ef- 
fects winch  will  inevitably  ensue  from 
the  allurements  to  site,  which  abound  at 
the  •hratre,  the  plays  which  are 
*”d  svi.thmuft  be  pr.-  suited  are  eminent- 
ly calculated  to  infus:-  the  mo  t pcrnici- 

ttn«  piinciples,  and  to  generate  the  moft 

ciffolute  habits  of  thought.  It  is  a plau
